FATHER KILLEN OF ROCKYFORD 


RED CROSS MEETING : 
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Rev. Father Killen held the closest 
interest of all present Monday even- 
ing, when he delivered a forceful and 
eloquent address following the busi- 
ness of the meeting. 

After congratulating the President, 
Mrs Patrick, on the excellent work 
carried on by Strathmore and affiliat- 
ed branches, as shown by the various 
reports, Father Killen said he came 
not to talk of the Red Cross and its 
work — but of God. 

The speaker extolled the courage 
of the people of Britain saying it was 


unparalleled in the history of the 
world, 

He said we talk of, and deplore 
Hitler and his atheistic barbarism, 


and justly so, but while denouncing 
this atheistic barbarism, which Hitler 
would strive to spread throughout 
the world we should stop and exam- 
ine our own democratic consciences. 

There is something wrong at the 
core. People are falling away from the 
Church, whether it be Protestant or 
Catholic, Father Killen stated “the 
men of the Cloth” sitting before me 
know this to be a fact. 

The Roman Empire fell when it be- 
came pagan. France was rotten inside, 
and hence she sacrificed her honor, 
and joined her forces with those of 
Hitler. 

King George and Churchill pray for 
Peace, but their prayers will be ans- 
wered only as they uphold the cause 
of truth and trust in God, England 
prays for victory, and Germany 
prays for victory but we know that 
God is on our side as He could not 
condone the atheistic barbarism of 
Germany, 

Some people ask why God al'ows 
the war to go on—. But the speaker 
said— “God did not start the war but 
man — hence God will not stop it, 
but it must be stopped by man. 

We in America must examine our 
own onsciences. There must be a un- 
{versal standard of morality, for all 
people at all times. Not for Catholics 
only nor Protestants only, but for all 
people at all times, The speaker de- 
plored the condition prevailing in the 
United States, where 60 per cent of 
the children were receiving no relig, 
ious education at all, 

We have got to get back to God to 
overcome the enemy outside of ath- 
eistic barbarism. 

Father Killen said, 
here, members of the Red Cross, 
which is emblematic of the First 
Cross of our Lord, the Red Cross of 
His blood, on the white ground.

Wood, 
veteran of the farm movement in Al- 


C.M.G., LL.D., beloved 
berta, who in his active years was 
the outstanding leader of the farm 
people in the West and in the whole 
Dominion, died in Calgary, Tuesday, 
June 19th at the age of 81 years. 

In the death of Henry Wise Wood, 
figuratively a kingmaker who nevei 
wore or desired a crown, the organiz- 
ed farm movement in Canada and Al- 
berta lost its greatest proponent.. 

Above all he was himself a true son 
of the soil whose strides reached 
from the family homestead in Mis- 
souri to the threshold of the highest 
ofiice within the powers of the people 
of Alberta. For the accepting he 
could have had the premiership. 

The history of Henry Wise Wood, 
the United Farmers of Alberta and 
the early years of the Alberta Wheat 
Pool run in such close parallel that 
one is practically the other, 

Momentous happenings accomplish- 
ed in an almost placid manner are

Wood's history. 
Naturalized in 1911— 

For sixteen years the gangling Mis- 
sourian, naturalized in 1911, was at 
the helm of the United Farmers of 
Alberta. For 14 of those years Mr 
Wood carried the dual load of the 
presidency of the U. F. A. and chair- 
manship of the board of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool.

ANNUAL MEETING of the FIRST CHURCH 
of CHRIST, SCIENTIST, Boston, Mass. 


Boston, Mass.,— Some 6,000 Christ- 
ian Scientists from many parts of 
the world gathered in annual meeting 
today in Boston were called upon by 
The Christian Science Board of Dir- 
themselves to 
the defense of the democratic system 
of government as the best human in- 
strument for preserving the basic 
rights of mankind to “life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness.” 


In thus definitely allying this 
world-wide religious movement with 
the defenders of democracy’ every- 
where, the Directors stated that it was 
their conviction that if social and pol- 
{tical freedom is to be preserved “de 
mocratic forms of government must 


be maintained.” 


Directors’ Report— 

The occasion for the stirring mes- 
sage of the Directors was the annual 
meeting of The Mother Church, The 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, in 
Boston, Mass. The Directors stated— 
“We are moved not by a desire to 
voice our own views, but to let the 
world know that we share with ovr 
Leader, Mary Baker Eddy, her confid 


ence in the immortality of the senti- 
ment expressed in the Declaration of 
Independence that man is endowed 
with certain inalienable rights, am 
ong which are life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness’.” 


Continuing the Directors said-— 
“The preservation and incorporation 
of these fundamental elements ol 
true democracy in the basic law of 
every nation is a cause to which all 
Christians are morally committed, 
and which we as Christian Scientists 
are determined to defend. 

“This cause, it must be understood, 
is primarily religious in c’ aracter and 
involves something more, much more, 
than a mere political question. It is, 
in fact, nothing less than the sacred 
cause of religious freedom and indi- 
vidual salvation to which the Master 
himself committed all believers in the 
Christian faith almost two thousand 
years ago, In the fulfillment of that 
obligation we must nut and we will 
not falter.” 


Incoming President— 
The Directors also announced the 
election of John Randall Dunn of 


Boston and Centerville, Mass., as 
President of The Mother Church for 
the ensuing year. 


The Incoming President accentuat- 
ed the theme of spiritual progress with 
the reassuring statement that “the 
present mighty world upheaval does 
not portend the breaking up of Chris 
tian civilization or the plunging of hu 
manity into chuotic darkness.” 

Mrs Margaret Matters, retiring Pre- 
sident pointed to the statement of 
Mary Baker Eddy, as pertinent to 
this period; “The spiritual status is 
urging its highest demands on mort- 
als, and material history is drawing 
to a close” (No and Yes, p. 45). 


Church Services Uninterrupted— 
Despite the troublous times in Eu- 
ope reports presented to the meeting 
conveyed the interesting fact that 
church services are being conducted 
generally without interruption in the 
countries abroad.

Imports And Exports To U. S.— 

On account of the tremendous mag- 
nitude of our war expenditures Can- 
ada is very short of United States 
dollars. Our imports from the United 
States last year were valued at 
$953,000,000, much of course—more 
than half—being aerowane engines 
and war materials; our exports to the 
United States amounted to only 
$475,000,000. Strenuous efforts have 
been made to save United States ex- 
change by expanding our exports, by 
increasing our gold production, by 
taking over the gold of the Bank of 
Canada, and private holders, by the 
ten per cent exchange tax, by prohib- 
iting the import of certain articles 
from non-sterling countries, by refus- 
ing money for pleasure travel in the 
United States and particularly by the 
good-neighbour declaration which we 
heard from Hyde Park only a short 
time ago, 

One of the things that is being done 
to some extent should, I think, be 
done to a greater extent; that is, en- 
couraging the tourist industry. False 
rumours have hurt that industry. In 
parts of the U. S. it is said that we 
are charging 90 cent a gallon for gas- 
| oline; that we are rationing our but- 
| ter; that military supenvision is very 
strict and so forth, We know these 


can be produced, and encouragement | that the tourist industry, which yield- 
pro-}ed an average of $230,000,000 annually 


for the last ten years, brought in only 
some $87,000,000 last year. One of the 
ways to encourage the tourist indus- 
try is that which has been undertak- 
en by junior boards of trade and ro- 
tary clubs; that is, writing to friends 
in the United States and inviting them 
to come t this country. Another way 
would be by establishing good roads. 
This is a policy that must be pursued 
if we are to have these welcome vis- 
itors in our midst. In years gone by, 
this government provided grants for 
the construction of the trans-Canada 
highway. Later it provided money for 
the constructionof roads in order to 
relieve unemployment. Still later, 
some roads were constructed in our 
national parks, but it is hardly worth 
while building roads in the parks if 
the roads leading to those parks are 
impassable. Therefore $ do _ believe 
the government should consider the 
advisability of carrying on this work 
to a greater extent. 

Wheat And The Farmer— 


Much has been said about the 
wheat industry and the unfortunate 
position in which the farmer finds 


himself. He is in an unfortunate posi- 
tion. In 19138 a busheel of wheat 
would buy a certain quantity of goods. 
Today that bushel of wheat will buy 
only 59 per cent of that quantity. The 
farmer is getting a very small propor- 
tion of the national income, so that it

all, It creates bitter feeling when one 
man who has had a crop failure finds 
that he cannot get a bonus because 
he happens to be in a ineligible town- 
ship, while at the same time he sees 
a man living not far away, who has 
had a good crop, enjoying a bonus as 
well, In addition ,some are denied the 
bonus for technical reasons which 
they cannot understand, I believe that 
much bitterness and bad feeling are 
engendered, that resentment and loss 
of faith in the fairness of government 
Measures are brought about. I believe 
the system of bonusing, while it great- 
ly helps some and is perhaps the best 
immediate solution, is not the fairest 


to help the farmers. 


Plan Better Conditions— 

If some attention could given 
the matters I have mentioned, we 
would be preparing for the days when 
the war is over and new conditions 
will have to be met. Such activities as 
the Prairie Farm Rehabilitation Act, 
the ranching industry and sheep in- 
dustry, irrigation, and _ particularly 
the construction of market roads and 
trans continental highways, will help 
people to support themselves and 
bring back the old self-reliant spirit 
of the early pioneers. We should look 
forward to and plan for the post-war 
period, and we must remember that 
happiness while we have the festering 
sores of unemployment and poverty. 
Where as there is a sense of injust- 
ice, envy, fear and resentment, there 
will be upheavals. The great aim of 
science, religion, invention, finance, 
politics and education should be dir- 
ected to and concentrated on bringing 
about a strong and healthy democracy 
which, in the words of President 
Roosevelt, implies an equality of op- 
portunity for youth, jobs for those 
who need it, the ending of special 
privilegesv for the few, civil liberties 

{for all, and, above everything else,

tific progress in an ever-wider and 
constantly rising standard of living.
